A case hag recently occurred in the city of Bal- 
timore, which for its utter regard of humanity, to 
say nothing of Christianity, exceeds anything in 
the history of slavery, that we have heard of late- 
ly. The particulars, as related by a Baltimore 
correspondent of the N. Y. Tribune, are briefly 
these. Daniel Fossbeuner, an old man, and a mem- 
ber of the Methodist church, laid claim to a color- 
ed boy named William Moore. alias Kellar, as his 
slave, who for sixteen years has been exercising 
the rights of a free person F...sveuner owned a 
woman named Elizabeth Moore, to whom he of- 
fered the remainder of her term of service (eight 
years) for $100. The woman went off to earn the 
money, taking a son five years of age with her. 
This child is alleged to have died in infancy, and 
the boy now claimed as that son, is sad to bea 
child, whom she adopted after her son’s death.— 
The boy arrested has a peculiar mark on his head, 
which is alleged to be similar to a mark on the boy 
the woman took away with ler; and on that alone 
he is claimed and identified. The woman did not 
pay the $100 stipulated for her manumission, and 
Fossbeuner now claims the right of property in 
this boy as well as two fine girls, born of her after 
the time of her going off, but prior to the expira- 
tion of the eight years remaining of her term of 
servitude at that time. 

The mother of these children has been to all 
the expense and trouble of raising them, and now, 
when they will fetch some 1800 or 2000 dollars, 
they are torn away trun her to be soid into hope- 
less bondage. The claimant knew of their 
whereabouts before, but has permitted them to be 
brought up with all the teeliags and associations 
of free persons, to be made slavesof of when the 
had arrived at a merchantable age, and when the 
human flesh market was good lt is confidently 
asserted that their freedom might have been con- 
clusively shown, had it not been for the fact that 
colored testimony by the laws of Maryland was 
denied them. When the boy was arrested, the 
mother followed him to the station house, aud had 
five convulsions while there pleading for ber son. 
He was taken away from her, however, underwent 
an examination and was given up to this modern 
Demas, to be disposed of, no doubt, to some heart- 
less negro- driver. 

This is the most heartless, unfeeling case of 
judicial kidnapping that we ever heard of. Here 
is a professed follower of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
permitting a poor, triendless woman to bring upa 
family of children at her own expense, for the pur- 
pose of making gain of them when they should 
arrive at a saleable age. He permitted these 
children to believe that they were free, and to 
remain in this belief till he was ready to seize 
them as slaves. Ilow directly opposed is this con- 
duct, to the teachings and exampie of the Lord Je- 
sus Christ. Nowosder there are infidels in the 
world while His professed followers can be guilty 
of such conduct. We cannot believe that a true 
disciple of Jesus could ever be guilty of such 
cruelty and wickedness ; and could we bring our- 
selves to the belief that this Fossbeuner ever pos- 
sessed a spark of Divine love in his soul, we should 
be sorely tempted to give up our pre-conceived 
notions of the perseverance of the saints and ad- 
mit that he has verified the truth of the Methodist 
doctrine of falling from grace.

Thoughts of an Hour. 


Man is pre-ewinetly a creature of thougit, and 
well indeed would it be for him were his inclina- 
tion to reflect equivalent to his power of reflec- 
tien. How numerous the evils which have been 
the result of mere thoughtiessness; and how nu- 
merous the benefits which a single moment's re- 
flection has secured. 

Another year has gone to post its record in the 
books of heaven, and both the items and the bal 
ance have an interest, perhaps a fearful interest for 
all who remain to ponder on the fact. What 
events have transpired during the past twelve 
months! who has not been disappointed? who has 
not disappointed himself? To whom is the past 
al! brightness, and in consequence the present all 
gladness and joy? If any one has not grieved, 
he must either be a child of indifference or ex- 
tremely hardened in folly, for “in much wisdom is 
much grief,” and reflection is not always without 
a tearful eye. 

Our memories are imperfect, and it may be well 
for us. If we could not forget, we could not be 
happy. Not infinite wisdom alone, but infinite 
goodness also, is abundantly apparent in the whole 
constitution of man. Who has not remembered, 
and therefore has been miserable? Who has not 
furgotten, and therefore has known comfort ? Were 
all the faults that grieve us—and they should ever 
grieve us—were all the woes that pain us; were 
all the sorrows aod afflictions of our lot to throng 
atonce and always on the harrassed mind, who 
would not sigh fur death, and yearn to lay his ach- 
ing head upon that quiet “lap of earth,” where the 
wicked cease from troubling, and the weary are at 
rest. But it is not so. The power of recollection 
isto acertain deg:ee under human control, and 
wherein it is otherwise, it is still subject to a kind 
and benevolent law. 

Another year of man’s eventful life has gone to 
mingle with the years beyond the flood in the 
grand ocean of eternity. How solemn the thought 
that .0 portion of time, however great, however 
small, having once passed, can ever be recalled- 
No one can live the same day twice, nor the same 
hour, nor the same moment even. And yet a sin- 
gle moment may have sufficed for the performance 
of a deed, or for the utterance of a word, to undo, 
or tounsay which, we would cheerfully surrender 
up a world—were such within our power.

Every act that we per- 
form, every word that we speak, and perhaps it 
should he added, every thonght that we think, is 
but the creation on our part of a power that shall 
always be. How inconceivably vast then is the 
influence of every haman being. Or, otherwise 
regarded, how numerous, almost infinitely so, are 
the influences, either for good or for evil, of which 
we are in an important sense the creators, and to 


Let us summon the past before us and hear | 
instructive voice. 
What numbers who took the old year by the 
hand, and gave ita hearty graep, as we do the new 
year now, hale, vigorous and strong, are at this 
moment slumbering on the cold bosom of death in 
the land of silence and forgetfulness. It is the 
last sleep they shall know ; the sleep that shall in- 
vigorate them for an eternity of wakefulness be- 
yond. They lived, and they expected to live; yet 
they died, and the year has buried them. They 
saw not death, as we see him not; and yet he 
came to themeven as he may come to us, The 
skeleton conqueror has many modes of ap- 
proach and his method of warfare is peculiar to 
himself. He is a physician that nurses his own 
patients ; it is no wonder that they die. His de- 
pletion is not a depletion of blood, but of life ; and 
and he applies no bandage to the spiritual venesec- 
tion. The most that we can do, and the best, is 
to be ready for his approach, for his process, fur his 
finale. 
Again, what radiant hopes have been crushed, 
what lofty expectations have been destroyed, what 
brilliant and promising prospects have been shroud- 
ed ina pall-like gloom during the transient passing 
away of twelve short months. The great world 
wheels perpetually on its axis, and the aspect 
which now is, in a moment is not. Even so is it 
with all things earthly, or, which pertain to the 
earthly state. The world of life too, has its axis 
and its revolution, and the aspect of the moment 
that is passing, is the aspect of that moment alone. 
Mainsprings were those hopes to their possessors, 
and their elasticity —for what so elastic as hope ?— 
their elasticity gave life and a vigorous motion;

Principles involved in the Annual Settle- 
ment of Pastors. 

Brethren Jet us examine candidly. Possibly ovr 
Fathers have been wrong in this arrangement. 

It seems to me that this plan, almost necessarily 
lowers, in the minds of the people, the position, 
and underates tie work of the Christian Pastor.— 
(t implies that it is his first business to please his 
employers. 

Now Pastors are men of like natural passions 
with others, 1nd probaly no class of men are more 
anxious to please, when fidelity to God, and man 
permits. But when brethren muke this the test of 
a Pastor remaining with them, must they not have 
very low conceptions of his position, as an “Am- 
bassador for Christ?” Does it not place him in 
this respect on a level with others employed by 


the church, as the chorister, the organist, and the 
sexton ? And is there not great danger of his be- 
ing more anxious to please them that called him, 
than Him, that called him! 

Now it is very easy to say that a Pastor should 
be above all this, but if he rise above it, it is 
more than probable that the “Annual Meeting” 
will bring him down again. 

Let scriptural views of the divine calling, the 
sacred relations, and the solemn responsibilities of 
the ministry, pervade a church, and when they 
have received one of these ascention gifts of their 
Lord, believing it to be the Master’s will, that he 
shonld live, and labor among them, they will hard- 
ly feel at the end of each year, like subjecting 
him toa trial, in which they, (the church) act the 
part of accusers, witnesses, attornies, judges, and 
jurors, while he, if a man of becoming modesty, 
will not evenbe present. 

Again, to my mind the hireling principle is in- 
volved in this, more than any other plan with which 
I am acquainted. 

What but this is involved in the annual con- 
tract—the annual sale of service ? 

One of the uniform inquiries of an intelligent 
committee is, whether the income of the Pastor 
hos met his own, and his family’s wants. 

Now take a'] this in in connection with the an- 
nual meeting, and the subsequent “sale of slips,” 
and if there is not a large commercial element in 
it, then I misunderstand. If there is found at the 
years end to be a deficiency, the slip rent not pay- 
ing the salary, it will somehow be discovered that 
the Pastor's talents is better adapted to some other 
field. 

Shall I give youa plain version ? 

The church invest a certain sum ina year’s la- 
bor of a minister of the Gospel, and then offer his 
services to the community in the sale of slips; if 
it prove a good investment it will be renewed at 
the end of the year, if no’, look out for the “annu- 
al meeting.” 

It is readily admitted that other principles are 
associated, but this I think is far too prominent. 

Other points and principles, connected with an- 


a few of its glittering particles have alighted here 
and there upon the garments of the children of 
men. But they are not adhesive, and hence have 
not always tarried. ‘The lightest breath of adver- 
sity suffices to detach them, when, like the sand of 
the desert of the sea they are lost in the billows of 
oblivion. There is this difference between eartlily 
happiness and misery ; the former may always be 
destroyed, the latter only sometimes. Good is 
more easily subverted than evil. Tne sacrifice of 
a man may produce an amount of evil wich noth- 
ing but the sacrifice «f a God can counteract. A 
reputation may be ruined in an hour, which many 
years of industrious toi), have hardly sufficed to 
establish. Nor is ita welcome thought that the 
past year has added hundreds to the previous mul- 
titude who can support the truth of this assertion 
from their own personal experience. And so there 
has been weeping in solitnde, and grief not ming- 
led with joy; for these are not always the harden 

ed, the reckless, the incorrigible, but are some- 
times such as have hearts to feel, and who are alive 
to the rebukes of conscience. There are many 
fountains of sorrow and wretchedness in the world 
of which the world itself is ignorant; and we are 
taught by familiar events that not in the lowliest 
places do their waters always flow. it is not the 
poor alone who are wicked ; it is not the poor alone 
who are wretched. As there is of necessity no 
moral obliquity in poverty, so there is of necessity 
no moral rectitude in riches. The rich and the 
poor meet together on the cominon battlefield of 
temptation, and though their particular astagonists 
may differ, which is true ina partial sen<e, yet the 
general conflict is the same, and the seme also is 
the final result. The wounded, the fallen, the 
victorious, are limited to neither party; and as the 
warfare is perpetual, so these are always found,— 
The various surroundings of the great and the 
wealthy and the learned, may, and do avail to 
screen their actual life from the public eye, and 
therefore from public judgment and human jus- 
tice ; but the eye and the judgment, and the sure 
awards of conscience are impeded by no such ex- 
traneous obstructions. The child of poverty, ina 
moment of unsupported weakness, trips in the path 
of rectitude, and is guilty of a moral wrong, The 
voice of reflection, still, small, solemn, gently re- 
proachful, is heard, and suffices to break up the 
fountains of penitence, and their healing waters 
gush visibly forth. The child of wealth and splen- 

dor commits the same mistake, and listens to the 

same voice, and yields to the same influence with 

a single marked exception; no tear is seen to fall. 

And yet he weeps. The fountain of his grief is 

indeed broken up, but its waters are repressed.— 

He is penitent, but proud; and pride controls the 

issue. He must not seen to weep, lest he should 

seem also to have erred. The well-nigh broken 

heart heaves under its mountain load, and throbs 

with a triple pang, in order that a show of inno- 

cence may be preserved and a heartless world de- 

ceived. Bat we have moralized enough. How 

numerous, alas, are the evils which have resulted 

from a want of reflection. A. 8. L.

We have a letter before us signed “Many mem- 
bers of the * * * * Baptist Church,” in reply to a 
series of resolutions adopted by that church and 
printed in the Secretary sometime during the last 
Fall. It i@ rather late in the day, to reply to any- 
thing not satisfactory to the writer that may be 
contained in those resolutions. But we have other 
reasons for declining its publication. Inthe first 
place we wish it to be distinctly uuderstood that 
we are not acquainted with the merits of the 
question, whicn appears to be causing some dissa- 
ction in the * * * * * church. In the next 
place, should we print the communication before 
us, it would most undoubtediy call out a reply, 
which courtesy to the other party would compel us 
to print, while the only benefit which would accrue 
to the church and to the public in consequence, 
would be the making of the difficulties which are 
now confined to a few, known to the world, and in- 
stead of lessening these difficulties by sucha 
course, they would be increased ina ten-fold de- 
gree.

Canton, Illinois, Dec. 17th, 1850 

J.L Barenetper. My deer Brother. Permit 
me through the medium of the Journal and Mes- 
senger, to present to God’s people his wonderful 
workings in this place and vicinity. Rev. Jacob 
Knapp, of Rockford, came ro aid us in accordance 
with our earnest solicitation in a protracted meet- 
ing, which commenced on the 24th of October, and 
continued over seven weeks. Brother Knapp con 
tinned with us five weeks and a half, when he was 
obliged to leave us to attend meetings and meet 
other engagements. He performed the entire 
preaching while he remained, with the exception 
of one discourse. His preaching was purely evan- 
gelical, presenting m his own peculiar manner, the 
great leading truths ot revalatoin, with a simplicity 
and power as I have never heard it from any other 
man. I have had the pleasure of hearing him on 
various occasions before, but I have never known 
him to be so perfecily free from all apparrent em- 
barrasment ard to preach with with such searching 
pungency and power, and with such a divine unc- 
tion. The word spoken seemed like tke voice of 
GoJ speaking and uttering his own truth with 
trumpet tongue to the sinner’s conscience, jarring 
the very foundations of the soul; exposing his 
guilt and awakening inthe mind a conviction of 
sin, righteousness and judgement. Saints ».ere 
aroused from their slumbers and restored to the 
favor of God. Ina short time it was apparent that 
8 divine influence was being let down upon the 
entire community’ The work assumed such pow- 
or in the course of three weeks, that the mouths of 
gainsayers were stopped and the praises of young 
converts were heard in every direction. Every 
day witnessed the triumphs of the cross and victo- 
ry on the side of Zion. 

‘The results of the meeting, up to this time, are : 
213 have been baptized into the fellowship of the 
church, and 20 have been added by letter and res- 
toration. Of the number baptized, 82 are heads of 
families ; 25 husbands and their wives have walk- 
ed down into the water, hand in hand; and Broth- 
er Knapp and myself have buried them simultane- 
ously in that sacred rite. We wish those pedo- 
baptisis who, with an air of triumph, ask, ‘Show 
us one household baptism,’ could have been pres- 
ent and witnessed five household baptisms. 50 of 
the above number are young men, and 31 young 
ladies. 

The revival has taken the old and gray headed, 
the middle aged, the youth in the bloom of life, 
and down to the child of twelve years, and some 
even younger, Our Sabbath School Teachers and 
Superintendant have been cheered in their work 
an labor of love, while 25 or more of their scholars 
are giving good evidence of conversion. ‘God 
has done great things for us, whereof we are glad.’ 
To his name be all the glory.

Encouracinc.—At a recent session of Des-

Systematic Benevorence.— An_ Episcopal 
missionary has recently transmitted $90 to the 
American Tract Society, in response to two ap- 
peals contained in the American Messenger for 
November. He states that by adopting and car- 
rying out a systematic plan fof benevolence, he 
has been enabled during the twenty one years of 
his mission, to contribute to benevolent purposes 
more than seven thousand doliars. 

Inpta.—It is estimated that there are now 80, 
000 nominal Christians among the native popula- 
tion of India, of whom about 11,000 are communi- 
cants. This shows that missionary labor has not 
been in vain. Besides, a great change is taking 
places in the feelings of the body of the people. 
Contrast.—A short time since, Dr. Strachan, 
Protestant Bishop of Toronto, dismissed Mr. Mur- 
phy, one of the clergymen of his diocese, charged 
with occasionally attending Methodist meetings. — 
About the same time, Dr. M’llvaine, Protestant 
Bishop of Ohio, attended a public meeting of col- 
porteurs, a body of agents connected with various 
religious denominations, and gave them an encour- 
aging address. The meeting was held in a Bap- 
tist church.— Montreal Pilot. 


Missionary Caurcn Constitutep.—Rev. J. 
S. Webber, of Stillwater, Minnessota, states that 
the First Baptist church of Stillwater was consti- 
tuted on the 26th November. This is the third 
Baptist church in Minneseota, all of which have 
pastors, and two of the number—in St. Anthony— 
are now engaged in erecting meeting-houses.— 
They are ail under the patronage of the Home 
Mission Society.—.-Michigan Herald.

I: will be gratifying intelligence to our friend: 
to hear of the prosperity of this Institution, We 
learn that the male department, particularly, 18 
filled to its utmost caprcity, and that at the com- 
menceent of the present term a large number of 
pupils were refused admittance for want of room, 
—every room in the Institution being oecupied.— 
It is confidently asserted by those best acquainted 
with the affairs of the Institution, that an addi- 
tional building of the size of those already erect- 
ed might be filled at once with pupils. Under the 
present efficient system of instruction this Institu- 
tion has been rapidly rising in public favor, until 
their present accommodations have become too 
strait fur them. It isa pity that the best High 
School in New England should be compelled to 
refuse admittance to scholars fur want of room; 
but such is the fact at Suffield. A new building, 
corresponding in size with the present structures, 
would cost say six or eight thousand dollars, a sum 
that might be raised by the denomination ; and 
which we believe will be—not this year, perhaps, 
but as soou as the advantages of the school, and 
its claims upon the denomination are fairly under- 
stood and appreciated. 
The revival which we noticed a few weeks since 
as in progress in the Institution, still continues.— 
Several conversions have occurred, a deep and 
svlemn religious feeling pervades the school, and 
others are enquiring the way of salvation.

The fugitive slave, whose case has excited con- 
siderable interest in New York for two or three 
weeks past, has been given up to his claimants, and 
is now in richmond, Va., where he was formerly 
There are some facts connected with this 
case worth recording ; the first, and most impor- 
tant of which is, that the writ of habeus corpus, 
having been recognized in his cas> by the Judge 
of the United States District Court, it must serve 
as a precedent in all similar cases hereafter. It 
was very generally believed at the time the fugi- 
tive slave law first went into operation that it de- 
prived fugitive slaves of the benefit of this writ.— 
But it has been decided otherwise. 

Loog had a fair trial and was delivered up on 
the testimony of those who knew him to be a slave 
We are not aware that it was claimed even by his 
friends that he was not a fugitive from labor, and 
his case presents to our mind a very striking dif- 
ference from that which recently occurred in Phi 
ladelphia, where a United States Commissioner 
construed the law so strictly as to deny the defen- 
dant an opportunity to prove himself, as h> was in 
fact,a freeman. While slavery exists at the South 
we suppose that an overwhelming majority of the 
freemen of the North will acquiesce in any decis- 
ion touching a fugitive slave, where the case has 
been as fairly tried and his identity as clearly pro- 
ved, as in the case of Long, however much sucli 
decisions may militate against the feelings of the 
heart. One point however, is gained by this case, 
and we hope it will be made available in every fu- 
ture case that may occur,—the benefit of a fair tri- 
al by means of the writ ot habeus corpus. 

P.S. What has become of the philanthropy ol 
the Journal of Commerce ? When the first slave 
was deliveree up in New York under the new lav, 
the editor of that paper volunteered his soervices 
and the influence of his paper to raise funds to 
purchase his freedom. The money was raised, 
his freedom secured, and the Journal raised a 
shout of triumph over his return to New York, but 
is as still as death now. It was enough, perhaps, 
for that editor to be instrumental in assisting one 
slave to secure his liberty, and now he rejoices 
over the fact that Henry Long has been returned 
to his master.

Chinese Version. 


Our friends of the Congregaticnalist are not 
able to see any difference between the difficulty 
which meets the missionaries in China, in their ef 
forts to translate the word God or gods into the 
Chinese language, and that which meets the trans- 
lators of the Scriptures into any foreign and hea- 
thea tougue. There is a difference, however; 
and it is doubtless the fault of our previous article 
on the subject that it has not been made plain to 
the apprehension of our brethren. The peculiar 
difficulty in the case of the Chinese language lies 
just at this point: It has no word whatever for 
God or Gods as a general appellative noun. Saane 
Tr means Supreme Ruler, etc., and is at the same 
time the proper name of a particular heathen Dei- 
ty. Tien Te, means Heaven’s Ruler; referring 
in both cases to office and authority, but not to 
personal qualities or constitution. Shin, on the 
other band, refers to personal attributes; but i 
means spirit, rather than god. It is applied to the 
Chinese gods ; but it is applied just as readily, as 
was said before, to ghosts, elves, winds, electrici- 
ty; ina word to any anseen force. 

It stands therefore at the other extreme, as it 
were, from Suane Tr, etc.; being so general as 
to include a multitade of things wlich have never 
been supposed to possess any quality of divinity. 
Yet there is nothing between these extremes ; 
nothing that is general and appelative on the one 
hand, yet confined to the Gods and decscriptive of 
divinity,* on the other. In this, the Theos of the 
Greeks, to which our friends refer, was widely dif- 
ferent, as they will see ata glance, from either the 
Shang Te or the Shin, between which the Chinese 
missionaries must take their choice. With all its 
latitude of application. the Greek word in its pro- 
per significance referred to divinity; not to au- 
thority, or to mere spirituality and invisibleness.—
